Comanche was assured a berry 
canning plant this season when 
W alter Durham , m anager ol the 
Durham Pecans and Peanut Plant, 
announced that he would operate 
the plant during the coming sea­ 
son. 
Mr. Durham purchased the can ­ 
ning plant 
last year, and 
had 
made all preparations to open last 
season; however, due to the late 
April freeze, the entire Com an­ 
che County berry crop was a l­ 
most a complete loss, and conse­ 
quently, the plant w asn’t opened. 
Comanche County farm ers have 
been depending more and more 
each vear on the berry patches 
as one of their leading money 
crops. Berries are considered as 
one of the more stable of the 
fruits; orchard owners through­ 
out the county report that year 
after year, that berries bring in 
more 
cash 
per acre 
than 
anv 
other fruit and in addition they 
can usually be grown on soil that 
does not produce other paying 
crops. 
In addition to berries being one 
of the m ajor money 
crops for 
many of the growers in this sec­ 
tion. the picking and m arketing 
also 
gives considerable 
em ploy­ 
ment 
during the time of year 
when the 
money 
is 
especially 
needed
